The injunction was granted upon 


the application of Clarence 
Brown, 


general counsel, and James S. Brai- 
ley. • Jr.. president, of the United 
States Telephone company, which is 
the independent long distance tele- 
phone 
company operating in Ohio 


and attaining states, in a suit brought 
by that company. 


It is charged the Bell is pursuing 


the policy of buying independent ex- 
changes or selling 
Bell exchanges 


where there are competing compa- 
nies. anu\ in some instances absorb- 
ing independent companies by mer- 
ger or consolidation, or division of 
territory so as to eliminate competi- 
tion and establish a complete Bell 
control. This is said to be in viola- 
tion not only of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, but also of the laws cl 
Ohio.

ate. This policy is said to be shown 
by the official reports of the officers 
and directors of the Bell company to 
their stockholders.

value placed upon the Bell patents in 
1S7S was S400.UOO.

In 1900 the capital stock had been 


increased to $25,000,000. and in April 
of that year the present American 
Telephone 
and Telegraph 
company 


took over the Bell patents from the 
old company and issued two shares 
of its stock for each share of the old 
stock: or In other words, gave 550.- 
000,000 of it-? s'ock for the $2r,.000.000 
of the stock of the old company. The 
capital has since been increased to 
$250.000.000. 


The bill also charges that instead 


of using their enormous profits to de- 
velop business, they used them in 
paying exorbitant dividends and in 
acquiring Control of competitive prop- 
erties in order to suppress, competi- 
tion. They arc charged with issuing 
many times the original cost of the 
stock In stock dividends, and paying 
at times 18 per cent a year in divi- 
dends.

Thrice in the history of the oldest 


nation has there arisen occassion for 
the appointment of such v commis- 
sion as is domiciled in the Fairmont 
hotel, and never has a foreign power 
been so strongly represented through 
diplomatic channels during the period, 
of a crisis of worldwide importance. 
In his honor the dragon 
flag 
flew 


from the mastheads of a score of ves- 
sels in the bay, guns mounted on the 
harbor front boomed out a salute, 
and thousands of his countrymen, 
silk-robed 
or 
silk-hatted, thronged 


the dock where hi.s escort landed. 


Not until the Mongolia dropped an- 


chor in the harbor did Tang Shao Yi 
and his staff learn that the dowager 
empress of China was dead. In Hon- 
olulu the c.a>le brought news of the 
emperor's death, but 
said 
nothing 


about 
the 
dangerous 
illness 
that 


threatened the end of the dowager 
empress* remarkable career. 
It was 


only when Hsu Ping Chen the con- 
sul general at. Sati Francisco, board- 
ed the steamer with a score of caole- 
grams from the far east, tl.at the dis- 
tinguished 
visitor 
was 
acquainted 


with the full extent of the changes 
that had occurred 
since his depar- 


ture. 
Even the habitual oriental re- 


serve did not suffice to conceal his 
perturbation, and while dignitaries of 
the state and government awaited 
his attention, he scanned 
messages 


apparently unconscious of their pres- 
ence. 
In accordance with the edict 


of niomning hi* entire party will re- 
main practically secluded during its 
stay of three days in this city, and 
the local Chinese colony's arrange- 
ments for costly banquets and other 
forms of 
entertainment, have been 


canceled. In other respects, however, 
the mission of the special embassy 
will be fulfilled, and Tang Shao Yi.

Once during the day did the self- 


possession of Tang Shao Yi give way. 
This was several hours after his ar- 
rival, when he sat, clothed in a mag- 
nificent robe of blue, in one of the H- 
apartments in the Fairmont. He had 
guardedly spoken of the situation i'i 
China and returned noncommittal an- 
swers to a score of questions relating 
to the probable results of his visit to 
Washington. Finally he was asked to 
define exactly the meaning of hi*-- un- 
usual position and his princely reti- 
nue. 
In reply he said: "Believe us. 


we have no other purpose than to 
show the depth of the heartfelt grati- 
tude that the government of China 
entertains toword the United States 
for this fresh demonstraticn of goo;i 
will." 


To another pointed question touch- 


Ing developments which mi-cht occur 
In his country and their bearing upon 
the relations between

tions, he remarked: 
"If there are 


matters of grave import to be decid- 
ed, I shall doubtless particivate in 
the deliberations.
